BOLD SCHEME OF FOUR YOUNG MEN IN

They Had Planned to Blow Up the Vaults 

ofthe Johnson City Bank With Nitro- 

cerine—Murder and Suicide the Re- 

silts of Unrequited Love—A Missing 

Cashier—Chance for Lizzie Borden— 
Crimes. 


JONNSON CiTy, Tenn., Nov. 26.—A bold at- 
tempt to rob the Watanga Bank of this city 
Was made last night, and as a consequence 
four young desperadoes are now in jail. They 
are Jobn Crouch,son of the ex-City Recorder, 
John Orr, Will Campbell and Mack Bray. 

When arrested they had tunneled under 
the bank fromthe rear end, had taken out 
the bricks in the wall and were directly under 
the vault, and had only one foot of cement to 
drill through before they were inside the 
Vault where the money was kept. 

When the boys werearrested a full kit of 
burglars’ tools were found withthem, such 
@s picks, shovels, drilis, bulls-eye lanterns 
and a six-ounce bottle of nitro-glycerine, 
with which to blow openthe safe. Hadthe 
young burglars succeeded in their attempt 
they would have secured about $15,000. 

The boys arrested are members of a regu- 
jar organized band of young bandits who 
have been operating inand around the city 
for several months. Several fine guns which 
were stolenfrom Seaver & Summers a few 
weeks ago were found, also books and candy 
which was stolen fromthe New York Racket 
store. 

The affair has created a great deal of ex- 
citement here, asa scheme was also on foot 
to rob the First National and Citizens’ Banks, 
together with the Watauga Bank. 


A GOOD CAPTURE. 


ROSLYN TRAIN ROBBERS AR- 
4 RESTED. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 26.—The three men 
arrested last night onacharge of robbing a 
bank at Roslyn, Wash., last September, are 
members of a band of outlaws who have been 
committing depredations all over the 
Northwest. The men arrested are 
Tom Kunzsie, Geo. Zackari and Cal Hales 
A posse of about twenty-five, consisting of 
sheriffs of surrounding countiesand a num- 
ber of detectives,was formed on Sunday last, 
and started in pursuit ofthe three men who 
had been located by a detective. The entire 
hand of rebbers, whose headquarters are 
known to be in Gilliam County, 
Ore., numbers twenty or twenty- 
five. It is thought they have been 
operating all over the Pacific coast, robbing 
Danks and holding up trains. ‘The first clue 
to the rendezvous ofthe gang was obtained 
by finding a horse which oneof the bank 
robbers had ieft after riding itnearly to 
death. After some time it was ascertained that 
the animal was owned in Gilliam County, 
Orexnon. After following the trail of the 
robbers several days the posse came upon 
them and an eligawement took place, in 
which itis supposed oneof the robbers was 
wounded. The next day rags with which the 
man had dressed wounds with were found. 
This clew was foliowed up and it 
was learned the robbers went toward 
the Columbia River. It is supposed 
that the posse came upon the three men when 
they were off guard and captured them with- 
out resistence. it was feared that the re- 
mainder of the gang woulda attempt to rescue 
the prisoners, as they are known to be well 
armed and desperate. The three men were 
identified by Dr. Lyons, who was in 
the bank at the time of the 
robbery. George Zachari, known as 
a horse and cattle thief, belongs to a noted 
family «of that name. The family consisted 
of six brothers, most of whom are hard 
characters and long suspected of various 
crimes. They are originally from Missouri. 
When they visited neighboring small towns 
they practicaily took possession of them, 
terrorizing everyone in cowboy § style, 
shooting glass out of saloon windows, etc. 
The prisoners own sinall ranches- on 
which they reside and are owners of consid- 
erable stock, both horses and cattle. They 
are supposed to be the gang whorobbed the 
Enterprise City Bank in Walloua County 
about a year ago, aiso another bank

THE YERKES TELESCOPE. 


Comtract Let andto Be Completed ina 
Year. 

CLEVELAND, O., NOV. 26.—The Yerkes tele- 
scope which will be the largest in the world 
will be made by the firm of Warner & Swazey 
1ofthis city, the builders of the ereat Lick 
telescope, the contract being just made. It 
will succeed the California instrument as one 
of the wonders of the world. The new tele- 
scope is tobe the giftof Mr. Charles T. 
Yerkes of Chicago to the Chicago Ob- 
servatory. The gift will also include 
an observatory in which the telescope is to 
be placed, the entire amount to be givento 
the observatory for this purpose aggregating 
$500,000. Workon the new Instrument will 
be advanced at once, and it will be pushed to 
completion as quickly as possible. It isthe 
Wishofthe company to have the telescope 
entirely fintshed in one year. The Yerkes tel- 
escope will have an object glass of 40 inches 
clear aperture, and the total length ofthe 
tube with its accessories will not be less than 
75 feet, Theinstrument complete will have 
the enormous weight of sixty tons. 
The tube alone will weigh six tons, 
The polar axis which carries the entire 
weightof thetube andits attachments will 
weigh five tons. Thedriving clock which Is 
to automatically raove this immense tube, 
having a motion corresponding tothe exact 
apparent motion of the star being observed, 
will weigh one ton. The weight of the 
column supporting the mechanism of the 
| telescope will not beless than thirty tons. 
| The instrument will be provided with all the 
| complicated motions which are necessary on 
/such alarge telescope. The machinery af- 
fording this variety of movements can be 
operated by the hand of the astronomer or by 
electric motors, atthe willof the observer. 
The electric motors are governed by a small 
switch-board,which can be piaced on the op- 
erator’stable, or in any other convenient 
position. Ig design and general construc- 
tion the Yerkes will be very similar to the 
Lick, although it will be 25 per cent more 
powerful than thatinstrument. The magni- 
tying power of the new Instru- 
ment will, of necessity, be under- 
taken in sections. It would require an 
ordinary six-story building to afford room 
for its building as a whole. As it isthe 
second and thira floors of the large a 
will be partially removed in order to make 
room for the big visitor. 

The firm of Warner & Swazey are just com- 
pleting a 26-inch equatorial telescope for the 
new naval observatory at Washington. 
This is now the second in size in this country, 
being excelled only by the great telescope on 
Mount Hamilton,

TROUBLE BEGAN WHEN THE BANKS RE- 
FUSED TO CASH HIS CHECKS. 


What Confiding Friends Who Are “Out’’ 
Have to Say of His Actions—The 
Young Man Very Well Known in St. 
Louis and Also in Western Railroad 
Circles. . 


CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 26.—Friends of Kings- 
bury Waterman, late General Freight Agent 
of the Colorado Midland Rallroad, also late 
**high roiler’’ at the Richelieu and other 
ultra-fashionable hotels throughout the 
country, belleve to-day that he should be 
placed behind the bars of some especially 
secure jail. 

Mr. Waterman was visibly presentin Chi- 
cago only from Thursday of last week until 
last morning, but in that short time he man- 
aged to obtain $100 from the Richelieu and 
75 from the Victoria upon checks which have 
since been dishonored, to leave these hotels 
with unpaid board pills of good size; to 
obtain $190 from Hugo Zieman of the Amer!- 
can Cafe, and to walk away with $400 worth 
of jewelry from Spaulding & Co., who as yet 
have received no equivalent theretor. Those 
who thus enabled Mr. Waterman to make his 
Thanksgiving Day comfortable are not 
only indignant, but also most de- 
cidedly surprised, for up to the present 
time his standing in Chicagohas been of the 
highest, his friends legion and his abilty to 
command almost any amount of money un- 
questioned, Mr. Waterman arrived at the 
Richelieu a week ago Thursday, accompanied 
by a prepossessing little woman, whom he 
registered as Miss Lillie Boon of Denver. He 
was well known at the hoteland on previous 
visits his money had been spent freely 
ana even the bDootbDiacks and bell boys lived 
on champaign at his expense. On the pres- 
ent occasion, however, his first remarks 
after registering was a request for a loan of 
$50. Unfortunately a little unpleasant infor- 
mation regarding his recent doings had pre- 
ceded him. It was knownthat he had lost 
his position with the Colorado Midland 
Co., and that his wife had left him, ac- 
cording .to reports, on account of his 
dissipations. More thantlis, ona previous | 
visit Mr. Bemis had cashed his check for $700 
and had considerable difficulty in getting |

bank refused payment. Therefore Manager 
Rathbone deemed it prudent to refer 
all requests for money to the Cardinal 
himself.

INVESTIGATING A COAL COMBINE. 


Interatate Commerce Commission After 
the Facts. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—The inquiry of the 
sub-committee of the IMmterstate Commerce 
Commission into the heading anthracite 
coal combine was continued to-day. Vice- 
President Holden of the Delaware road 
was the first witness. In answer to 
questions by Mr. Beach he said that he gave 
much attention to the coal business of the 
company. He attended the monthly meet- 
ings, at whichthe interests of the different 
coal producing companies are represented. 
Among the companies represented were the 
Pennsylvania and Keading Coal and Iron 
Co., the Reading Coal Co., the Ontario and 
Western Coal Co., the Hillside Coal and Iron 
Co. The New York, Susquehanna and West- 
ern was represented at the ijiast meet- 
ing. In regard to the restriction of the 
output of coal the witness said that 
the maximum output per year Was greatly 
exaggerated. To his knowledge the greatest 
output In one month was 4,750,000. Iie 
estimated the maximum output fora yearat | 
50,000,000. |

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MOVING MOUNTAINS 
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Enormous Landslides, Changing the 
Face of Costa Rica. 


MANY LIVES LOSTAND MUCH PROPERTY 
DESTROYED. 


Masses of Earth Sliding at the Rate ofa 
Mile an Hour—Houses and Crops Ob- 
literated—Some Thrilling Incidents— 
Forty Men Went Down With the Helen 
Mar. 


PANAMA, Nov. 26.—The Republic of Costa 
Rica continues to be swept by destructive 
floods, such as have never been known with- 
inthe memory ofthe present inhabitants. 
Not only have many lives been lost and much 
property destroyed, but the face of the land- 
scape is being changed in many piaces by the 
vast volumes of water precipitated upon hill 
and valley and plain. The foundations of 
mountains have been sapped by the floodsand 
enormous landslides have filled ravines and 
covered fertile leveis with rocks and gravel. 
At Pascura a great body of detached soil, 300 
feet deep and abouta mile wide, Is moving 
glacier fashion, Dut at the rate of about a 
milean hour toward the river. The vast 
massis keptin motion bythe flood whigh 
impels it, and the waters of which are partly 
mingled withit. Forest trees are erushed 
and the fertile surface of the soil is erased by 
the advancing mass. 

A number of remarkable accidents have 
happened in connection with this tremen- 
dous landslide. A telegraph engineer named 
Meade and a lineman were carried down 
toward the river onthe bosom of the great 
landslide. They were mingled with a stream 
including many tons of clay and boulders 
and every instant it seemed as if arock 
would come crashing into their heads. On 
they were borne and the vast mass went 
tumbling into the swollen river, sending up 
great waves andamass of spray which en- 
guifed them as if in Niagara. But they both 
- their senses and managed to struggle 

the surface and finally to scramble out as 
the commotion of waters subsided. 

Much sadder was the case of an Indian 
woman, who, from‘her post of labor on the 
hillside, saw her children carried away by 
the avalanche and, as they disappeared, 
ran and tried to plunge into the mass to save 
them, but was prevented by her companions 
from self-destruction. Hundreds of natives 
have seen theirhomes wiped out and their 
little patches of cultivated land obliterated, 
while many planters have seen complete 
plantations, which took years of care and 
capital to complete, disappear. 

Laborers have struck work on accourt of 
the danger, and it is rendered all the more 
difficult for planters to save what remalins of 
theircrop. The republic of Costa Rica de- 
pends largely on the coffee crop. Dry weather 
is necessary for the crop to be successfully 
harvested in orter that the coffee may be 
spread out on the ground to dry. . This 
weather, therefore, means an enormous loss 
both to planters and business men anda to the 
revenue. Freight is delayed at San Jose, 
and everywhere throughout the country 
there isa paralysis of commerce,

tled condition, anda revolution appears im- 
minent. *-Owilngtothe great destruction of 
property and the large number of people 
who are ruined and out of employment, it Its 
feared that multitudes made reckless by mis- 
fortune would bé willing to join a revolu- 
tlopary movement.

NO URGENT NEOESSITY FOR AN EXTRA 
SESSION. 


Manifest Intention of the Majority in Ohio 
Defeated by Blunders—The State Dem- 
ocratic—Headsmen at Workon Cleve- 
land’s Friends at Albany—Massachu- 
setts Official Vote—Politics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 27.—Ex-Lieut..- 
Gov. Chauncy F. Black of Pennsylvania, 
President of the National Association of 
Democratic Clubs, who presided over the 
quadriennial convention of these organiza- 
tions in New York, at which Mr. Cleveland 
was present and made a speech, isin the 
city, and was one ofthe spectators ofthe 
Democratic parade last night.

PINKERTONISM. 


To-Day’s Proceedings by the Investigat- 
ing Committee. 


New YoOrK, Nov. 26.—The committee of the 
United States Senate appointed to investigate 
the workings of the Pinkerton Agency, 
with special reference to the Homestead 
.troubles, met in this city this morning. 

Robert A. Pinkerton and Capt. Hind were 
on handto give testimony. Mr. Pinkerton 
was called first. He said they sent 306 men 
to Homesteag last July, and that those sent 
from New York were all American gitizens 
and of good character and he thought those 
sent. from Chicago were also. Negotla- 
tions for the use of his gmen, he 


said, began June 15,’ and the arrangement 
was to send men as watchmen to guard the 
works. He had insisted, the withess said, 
that his men should be sworn in as deputy 
sheriffs an’ that agreement was made. Coun- 
sel had advised him that they hada right to 
have their men sworn in as peace officers, 
whether they were citizens of the State or 


not. 

Mr. Pinkerton said that Capt. Hind, who 
had charge of his men at Homestead, tola 
him that the Pinkertons were fired on before 
the barges in which they were reached the 
works, and afterward when the steamer’s 
gang-plank wasrun outto the bank. It was 
during the latter volley thatthe Captain was 
shot and not tillthen wasa shot fired from 
the barges. Witness did not know who gave 

he order to fire, and thought that no order 
fas given. 

In answer to a question Mr. Pinkerton said 
that he thought that labor. organizations 
were good in many respects anda Denefit to 
the workingmen. They hada right to strike, 
he thought, but no right to prevent men 
from taking their places. 

When asked what profit the Pinkerton 
agency made on sending the men to Home- 
stead, he replied: ‘‘We are out $15,000.’’ 

He explained that his loss was caused by 
the seizure of the 225 rifles and other property 
and the care of the men hurt in the battle. 

Chairman Gallinger suggested that Mr. 
Carnegie would recompense the agency, but 
Mr. Pinkerton thought that doubtful, 

The witness admitted that it was some- 
times customary for the Pinkertons to pass 
themselves as Workingmen and mingle with 
the strikers. 

Mr. Pinkerton said that he firmly believed 
that his men were needed on many occasions 
because ofthe insufficiency of local authort- 
ties. Hethought that the supineness ofthe 
localauthorities in strike times was largely 
due to political considerations. 

‘*Do you think that the violence committed 
at Homestead was duetothe strikers or to 
the rabble that was attracted there’’’ was 
asked. 

‘‘I think It was committed by the strikers, 
their leaders, and the Advisory Committes 
itself,’’ was the reply. 

Mr. Pinkerton took occasion to deny that 
Charles Waupenstein, a Pinkerton superin- 
tendent, was an ex-convict, as charged by 
Mr. Bruce in evidence given in Chicago. He 
had atone time been Chief of Police at Cin- 
cinpnatl.

Southern Cotton Planters Take Action 


Against It. 

CHARLESTON, &. C., Nov. 26.—The Southern 
cotton planters appear to be losing faith in 
the Hatch anti-option bill, and petitions to 
resist its passage are pouring in on Senators 
Butler and Irby. The preamble of one signed 
by thousands of plantersin this State says: 
‘*The recent advance of about 3 cents per 


pound in the price of cotton from 
the lowest price touched last  Sspring 
in the face of an enormous 
surplus carried over and due solely to the 
development of short crop and prospective 
smaller supplies, absolutely refutes the as- 
sertions that have been solong current that 
the exchanges of the country are banded 
together for the purpose of depressing prices 
of farm products, thatthe interest of all the 
dealers on sticii exchanges Itesin tte direc- 
tion of low pricesand that all our energies 
are fdievoted to that end, This rise 
in the value of cotton proves be- 
yond controversy that the laws of 
supply and demand regulate values, any as- 
sertion tothe contrary notwithstanding. it 
would be to the greatest extent detrimental 
to the growers of farm products tohave thelr 
market restricted to buyers for consumption 
only. The present increase in value of cot- 
ton is more largely Cueto the speculators of 
the world thaficonsumers, and but forthe 
existence of the exchanges that deal in 
cotton for future delivery the _ relief 
that has come to the South 
by the increased value of the great staple 
would have been much less than has re- 
cently been experienced, We, therefore, re- 
quire that, ag Our representatives in the 
United States Senate, you will use allthe in- 
fluence in your power to prevent further con- 
sideration of the ant!i-option bill and thereby 
relieve the markets of the world from the 
anxiety and uncertainty that ts hanging over 
them, caused by the pending of this unneces- 
gary measure.’’

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OBITUARY. 


Death of the Archbishop of Algiers and 
Carthage. 

ALGLERS, Noy. 26. Charles Martial Allemand 
Lavigerie, Cardinal Archbishop of Carthage 
and Algiers, died here at 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Oharies Martial Allemand Lavigerie 
was born at Bayonne, France, Oct. 31, 1825. 
He was educated for the Church and soon 
became noted forhis learning on theolog- 
ical subjects. He became Professor of Eccles- 
ijastical History in the faculty of Paris. His 
abilities early attracted notice beyond the 
bounds of France and he was summoned to 
various honorable functions at the Papal 
court, all of which he discharged tothe emi- 
nent satisfaction of his ecclesiastical su- 


periors. By decree of March, 1863, he was 
designated as Bishop of Nancy, and by a later 
decree of Jan. 12, 1867, he was trans- 
ferred to the See of Algiers, which was erect- 
ed into an Archbishopric. He was afterwards 

romotea to the rank of Cardinal and 

as gained world-wide fame not only as one 
of the most distinguished prelates of the 
Roman Church, but more especially on ac- 
count of his successful efforts to reconcile 
the papacy to the French Republic. It was 
through Cardinal Lavagerie that the Pope was 
lagi to issue his famous statement to the effect 
that the Catholics of France should recognize 
and obey the Republic, and substantially 
that thére was no cause for difference be- 
tween the church and the republican insti- 
tutions. This position of the Pope was a 
deathbiow to the monarchist movementin 
France and many who had faithfully ad- 
hered to the Royalist cause, because the 
church was supposedto bein sympathy with 
royalty, now givetheir adhesion to the Re- 
public. Cardinal Lavagerie’s influence 
is believed also to have had something 
to do with shaping the Pope’s favorable 
attitude toward Republican institutions in 
the United States and throughout the world. 
Cardinal Lavageria was an earnest opponent 
cf the slave trade and devoted much of his 
en_rgies to the agitation for its suppression. 


‘To his efforts are largely due the measures 


taken by civilized nations to suppress the 
slave trade in Africa. His death will be re- 
garied asa greatloss Dy friends of cliviliza- 
tion irrespective of creed.

Sydney Johnson Refusés to Save James 
Walsh From the Penitentiary. 


WHEN HIS CONFESSION Was WRITTEN 
DOWN HE WEAKENED. 


Johnson Will Have to Serve Two Years 
for a Deadly Assault of Which He May 
Not Be Guilty—A New Madrid (Mo.) 
Murderer Erought Here for Safe-Ksep- 
ing. 


Sydney Johnson was brought up from the 
Work-bouse this morning to make affidavit 
before Mr. Bishop of the Criminal Court that 
he stabbed Jas. J. Dowling on May 14 of this 
year and that it was not Jas. Walsh who did 
the cutting. Walsh was arrested, tried and 
convicted by a jury of stabbing Dowling, 
who lives at 2859 North Grand aventte, and 
on July 27 he was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary fortwoyears., Atthetrial of Walsh 
Joinson said he would get on the stand 
and cleat Walsh by sacrificing himself and 
admitting that he did the cutting. Whea he 
took the stand he weakened, however, and 
Walsh was convicted. Since then, Johnson 
has been convicted of some offense in a lower 
court and has been sentenced 
to the Work-house for a term. 
Yesterday he notified Mr. Bishop that 


he would sign a statement and swear that he 
stabbed Dowling and save Walsh from the 
penitentiary. Mr. Bishop wrote out a state- 
ment and asked him to put his sighature to 
it this morning when he appeared. Jonson 
sat down and took the pen. The picture 
of two years in prison at hard labor 
rose before his eyes and he arose from the 
desk saying he would never sign the state- 
ment. He was sent back to the Work-house.

Brought Here for Safe Kseping. 
Sherif? J. W. Steele of New Madrid, New

Gray on the other 
hand, though a saloon-keeper, was a 
good citizen and had many friends, Last 
Monday Newsome was ina saloon with Gray 
when a railroad conductor entered and see- 
ing a dollar on the counter belongi#y to New- 
some, he picked it up. and_s agiv- 
ing it to the bartender, told 
him to set up the drinks for the crowd. The 
bartender did soand the conductor walked 
out with the change, thinking he had played 
a good joke on Newsome. Newsome had 
been drinking, and though he knew the 
money was taken infun, and knew the con- 
ductor personally, he grew angry and de- 
manded the money. Gray went out onthe 
porch where he met the conductor 
and asked him to return the 
money. The conductor said he 
would In a few minutes. Gray re-entered the 
saloon and told Newsome not to be alarmed, 
that the conductor would give him his dol- 
lar. tie walked behind the bar to get his 
overcoat and, Newsome, itis said, shot him 
through the head without warning aud killed 
him intantly. Newsome was arrested and 
locked up.

The proposals of Mr. Alfred 
De Rothschild, one ofthe English delegates, 
will be made public to-day. General expec- 
tation centers on the plan that will be put 
forward by Mr. Rothschild.

COULD NOT INDICT. 


| The Grand-Jury Arouses Comment by 


Peculiar Returns. 


FOREMAN NELSON’S INDORSEMENT ON 
BILLS DECLARED “NOT TRUE.” 


An Intimation That Criminals Who Should 
Be. Punished Cannot Be Because Wit- 
nesses Have Been Allowed to Disap- 
pear—Significant Criticlsm—The Duty 
of Mr. Zachritz. 


The St. Louis Grand-jury now sitting is 
doing some very pecullar things. 

When men charged wih felonies are ex- 
amined by Judge R. J. Claiborne in the Court 
of Criminal Correction and held for the 
Grand-jury, itisthe custom for the Grand- 
jury that sits next, after the preliminary 
examination, to look into the evidence 
against the prisoner and indict him or dis- 
charge him. 

If the Grand-jury considers the evidence 
insufficient the foreman returns the Dill in- 
darsed: ‘‘Notatrue bill.’’ If the evidence 
is sufficient an indictment Is found, 

The Grand-jury is not a communicative 
body in general. The foreman seldom in- 
dorses anything on the papersin a case re- 
turned as ‘‘Not a true bill’’ except that 


phrase. 
This Grand-jury, however, with Nelson O. 


with indorsements that have irritated As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Wm.Zachritz’ friends 
and have aroused gossip about the Four 
Courts. A number of bilis have been re- 
turned with itdorsements by Fore- 
man Nelson that seemed to intimate 
that indictments were not found, though 
they should have been, because the proper 
witnesses were not placed before the Granda- 
jury. 

It is the duty of Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Zachritz to see that the witnesses are 
brought before the Grand-jury, and natur- 
ally Foreman Nelson’, indorsements are 
being generally construed as a reflection 
upon him. 

One Indorsement reads, 
but probable cause.’’ 

Another, ‘‘Principal witness in Chicago.’’ 

Another, ‘*Prosecuting witness not found.’’ 

And another still, ‘*ITwo principal wit- 
nesses not founa,.’’ 

QUEER RETURNS. 

On Nov. 18 the Grand-jury in their reports 
ignored these bills, the first on the long list.

When a bill is tgnored it is equiva- 
lent to a verdict of not guilty 
and the State can not hold 
the defendant an hourafterthe billis returned 
ana indorsed, ‘‘Notatrue bDiil.’’ Wheaa de- 
fendant is held forthe Grand-jury by Judge 
Clatborne, it is only after the prisoner has 
been given an ample opportanhity to call 
up his detense. Judge Claiborne listens to 
both sides of the case and if, in his 
judgment the evidence is against the de- 
rendant he holds him under bond or Gis- 
charges him on the testimony. When the 
case is heard before the Grand-jury, 
ever, only the accusing side is brought for- 
ward. The prisoner is not heard and 
the testimony that warrants Judge Claiborne 
in holding defendant Is supposed to be strong 
enough toindict him. Itis argued for this 
reason that the Grand-jury is unnecessary in 
the handling of criminal cases andits powers 
should be confined to Investigations of public 
offices and institutions. In these cases it has 
acted as a bar to justice -,by releasing 
prisoners who were half Way convicted 
and nota fewof whom had already bezsun 
negotiations with the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice and their lawyers to geta HIght sentence 
after they were indicted. Below are given 
the listof the bills ignored since the last 
Grand-jury report on Nov. 15.

ANTE-BELLUM EDITORS. 


They Were Able to Wield the Sword as 
Well as the Pen. 


From the Louisvilie Courier-Journal. 

One of the oldest and best-known of old- 
time Southern journalists, who still makes a 
living by his pencil, sat quietly in his office 
not long since and discussed Southern editors 
ofthelong ago witha young reporter, who 
listened almost entranced to the story he 
told. When asked why he did not commit his 
reminiscences to writing the veteran said it 
was because they were SO @ear to him as to 
be almost sacred, and, besides, while most of 
the actors had passed away, they had left 
descendants, whose feelings might be ruffed 
by the narration. 

‘*No,’’ he said, ‘‘itis not for me to write 
the history, and I place on you the obiiga- 
tion of secrecy, so far as the names are con- 
cerned, while I am still alive,’’ 

He had known most of the famous editors 
of the South forthe past fifty years, having 
begun newspaper work While a boy,and hav- 
ing since been reporter Or editor on numerous 
Southern dailies. While now he selijom 
writes for the dally press, he is one of the 
most polished writers in the South, 

**Yes,’’ he mused, as he placeda slippered 
foot upon a well-worn desk, ‘‘the ante-bel- 
lum editor was a human gamecock. He 
never pocketed an insult, and when he gave 
one he knew it would be resented. I have 
witnessed several duels between rival edi- 
tors, and saw the street Guelin which Zolll- 
coffer figured as one Of the principais at 
Nashville, ‘lenn. 

‘* Journalism was very different then from 
whatitis now. The papers were political 
rather than newspapers. The editor was the 
head and front. He wasthe autocrat of the 
office and was personally responsible for 
every line in the sneet. 

‘*The papers were usually owned or con- 
the editors were 


their dashand personal 
bravery. As I said, they were the game- 
cocks of the land. If ore of them let an in- 
sult go unresented he was forever disgraced, 
and astheir warfare was Ditter, fewif any 


were long in the business without fighting | 


duels. And many a brave young fellow who 
should have been a crown jewel in the 
nation’s diadem went down before the deadly 
pistol. Ihove always thought the custom 
wasthe refinement of heartless barbarity, 
and I am glad It is now a relic of the past. 

‘*Without calling numes I will tell youa 
story which illustrates the times of which I 
speak: Two young lawyers, A and R, lived 
togetherina country town. They were tai- 
ented, chivalrous and brave and,while warm 
personal friends, belouged to different polit- 
ical parties. The party leaders were not 
longinfiniling them out and onthe eveofa 
hot camp¢ign they were called to the State 
capital te take editorial charge of rival 
newspapers. They agreed that neither 
would doanythingto war thelr pieasant re- 
lations. 

‘*Finally, inthe bitterness of the political 
campaigz, A felt calied upon to denounce as 
false a statement that appeared In the paper 
ecited by B. I was at thetime a mere boy, 
doing the local work on A’s paper. The next 
day A walked Into the office and asked: 

** *Has B been here?’

‘*A fow minutes laterthere was a knock on 
the docr, and, In response to an invitation to 
enter, B walked quictly In and asked politely 
if he night see Mr. \ for a moment on the 
outsid¢.

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COAL COMBINES IN PERIL. 

Ex-Senator Edmunds has just made 
some very emphatic and straightforward 
observations concerning the Reading Coal 
Combine, which will be heartily approved 
by an outraged public. He maintains that 
the combine is amenable to the Sherman 
anti-trust law, and that the latter is 
strictly constitutional and adequate to its 
purpose. ‘*The Government,’’ says Mr. 
Edmunds, ‘‘can legally seize every pound 
of coal shipped by the Philadelphia & 
Reading Coal Co. across the State line of 
Pennsylvania if that company is violating 
what is known as the Sherman trust 
law.’’ 

This is very high legal authority, as Mr. 
Edmunds ranks among the bestand sound- 
est lawyersinthecountry. It places the 
constitutionality of the law practically 
above question, and throws upon the ex- 
ecutive department of the Government the 
responsibility for its utter failure to en- 
force thatlaw. The act was passed by a 
Republican Congress to mollify the people. 
A Republican administration has allowed 
it to become a dead letter to mollify the 
plutocratic masters of the party. It now 
devolves upon a Democratic administra- 
tion to execute the law, and it will prob- 
ably present a marked and pleasing con- 
trast to its predecessor in this respect. 

But the law covers much more 
than the Reading combine. Every 
conspiracy to limit supply or _ in- 
crease price comes within pro- 
visions, and according to Mr. Edmunds

coal market in St. Louis, which is said to 
be very effective. As we get most of our 
soft coal from Illinois it is liable to seizure 
when it crosses the Illinois line, as is the 
product of the Reading’s mines when it 
crosses the Pennsylvania line. 

Everyone recognizes the baneful influ- 
ence of these monopolies and there is a 
universal demand for their destruction.

But the 
bitterness of life is far worse than the bit- 
terness of death.

AN INTERESTING SCANDAL. 

It will be interesting to watch the prog- 
ress of the prosecution instituted by the 
French Government against the directors 
of the Panama Canal Co, It was publicly 
charged in the Assembly that $165,000,000 
in cash had been missappropriated by the 
directory or their agents; that a large part 
of this sum found its way into the pockets 
of prominent French officials, and that 
other sums were used to purchase the sup- 
port of several influential newspapers. 

The outburst of rage which these charges 
produced in the Assembly has been quieted, 
buta new explosion may be expected as 
soon as the damaging facts are fully re- 
vealed and the bribe-takers identified. 

The case is not unlike our Credit Mobil- 
iex scandal, and one may judge the pre- 
vailing standards ofhonor among the 
French people by the results following the 
disclosures, 

Itis not believed that De Lesseps per- 
sonally profited by these corrupt expendi- 
tures or that he appropriated any part of 
the missing fund to his own use beyond 
his enormous bills for expenses, which are 
said to have been princely in their propor- 
tionsand beyond all reasonable limita- 
tions. He may not have known that any 
part of the fund was being diverted and 
distributed in the nature of bribes. 

But it is quite certain that when so large 
asum disappeared much of it found its 
way into influential hands, and startling 
exposures may be expected from a search- 
ing judicial investigation. It remains to 
be seen whether the beneficiaries 
powerful enough to stifle such an investi- 
gation, and if not what will be their fate 
when guilt is fixed upon them.

Street Railways and Street Paves. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

I have very often noticed, and as many 
times intended to call your attention to the 
fact, that the impunity with which the street 
railroads of this city tear up the street pave. 
ments for repairing or relaying their tracks 
is astounding, Not considering the incon- 
venience caused by the streets being torn up, 
and the necessity of vehicles traversing some 
other out-of-the-way route, the way in 
which the railroad companies relay the pave- 


ments they tear up is a brazen exhibition of 
utter disregard forthe laws of the city and 
the people who inhabit it. The paved streets 
proper of this city are without exception 
better laid than in any othercity in the coun- 
try, and within the street car tracks they are 
the worst laid. 

Take, for example, the St. Louls & Subur- 
ban Rallway. Along the entire portion of its 
route where granite pavement is laid the 
blocks are put down so badly that riding 
over the track with the least degree 
of comfort is impossible. Where the 
cable conduit came to the surface 
when this road was operated under 
the cable system, there is at pone a gulley 
running along the track where the blocks 
have sunken down, Not only are the blocks 
laid with no regard whatever to a level or 
nearly level surface, which should exist, but 
they are not of the same size, and their inter- 
stices are not filled with tarand gravellike 
the rest of the street. 

The Cass avenue railway is at present re- 
constructing its lines. Carelessness is also 
here displayed. Anyone who wishes to 
break the springs of his buggy Ought to cross 
the newly laid tracksof the Cass avenue 
lines, and the work will be well done. Itis 
well enough to have the center of the track 
very slightly above the levelof the rails to 
provide a drainage, but there is no necessity 
of making a steep mountain of the track, 
This company has also paved Its tracks with 
utter impunity. ‘ihe blocks were thrown 
in promiscuously, alittle sand thrown over 
them, and there has been no com.- 
plaint about such negligent work. 
On this as on a number 
of other roads such a poor foundation Is pro- 
vided for the blocks that they sink, except 
where the ties support them. in conse- 
quence, a perfect count on the street surface 
of all the ties on the road is possible. The re- 
sult of this corduroy road tells quickly on 
any well-built vehicle. 

The Lindell and Missouri roads keep their 
tracks in better condition than any others in 
the city. Some roads in screwing up the rall 
points take out the biocks adjoming the 
fish plate, and never think of replacng them 
as they foundthem. The city shoulé require 
allcompanies to use rail joint boxes such as 
are being laid onthe Olive street cable road 
at present, or a large granite blox& about 
30 by 10 by 10 Inches, which can be easily 
removed and replaced, and too heavy when 
in place to be disturbed by any large wagon, 
as is the case with the lighter blocks. 

When the Broadway cable road was built 
the city showed great neglect Dy not tequir- 
ing that company to relay the dowrL-town 
portion of the road with new paving stones 
or reversing the ends of the blocks alraady in 
use and putting the worn ends downwards. 
The way things are now ruts and cmoked 
stones are the rule. 

Another matter which should engage the 
most serious attention ofthe city is chaiging 
the law regarding the dimensions of itreet 
rails, and requiring all companies tousea 
groove rail in all new construction. This 
would undoubtedly meet with great opposi- 
tion from the street rallway companies. 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Monireal 
ana Toronto have adopted this type wfhin 
the last year, It is true the 
groove offers consif@erable resistance to 
the car wheel from friction, but 
with the advent of mechanical traction this 
counts for nothing. Anyone wishing to find 
out the advantages of the groove rail wousuld 
do well to drive to tie Twelfth street bridge, 
where the rail is lati, and cross the car track 
at about an angle of 10 deg.,and he vill 
find that his buggy wheels will not skid along 
the track for half ablock, racking the wheedls, 
but will cross over asif there were no tail 
there. In all European cities, without ¢x- 
ception, the streetrallways are compelled by 
law to lay this rail CITIZEN.

PULLED HALL’S LEG. 


The Republican State Secretary Makes 
a Woeful Confession. 


DISAPPOINTED POLITICAL WORKERS 
THREATEN HIM WITH VIOLENCE. 


A Funny Situation Exposed by a Suit of 
Colored Organizers—Collector Ziegen- 
hein’s Amusement — Congressman 
Dockery Talks—Candidates for State 
Offices— Political Notes, 


All the colored men who hang around those 
hot-beds of politics, the barber-shops and 
saloons in the vicin@y of Eleventh and Mor- 
gan streets, have been showing their teeth 
with laughter for the past few days, since 
the report got out that Charley Morgan and 
John King had sued the Republican State 
Committee in Justice Pat Kane’s court for $50 
aplece. 

A broad grin appeared on the face of every 
one of the dozen colored men in Curtis’ place 
on Morgan street to day, when a reporter 
dropped tn to find out if the sult was likely to 
divide the negro Republicans into factions. 

**Ho!’”’ said a kalsominer, who was at 
work on the _ celling, ‘‘when those 
men sue Zeegelhime they got to 
hustle. Zeegelhime ain’t puttin’ up his stuff 
to any of these brown skinned men this 


early.’’ 

King was a hauler for A. Kunkel, the music 
dealer, and Morgan wasa porter ona Pull- 
man. Both gave uptheir placesto go into 
politics, They took few of the darkeys 
around the resorts cf the colored 
people into their confidence, and 
these, for that reason, are disposed 
to criticise their legal action severely. 
Morgan and King both live in rooms in neat 
looking houses, dress tolerably well and 
talk in the fairly correct language of the col- 
ored man who has spent ali his lifein the 
city. They say that they were engaged by 
Secretary Hall about the middle of August 
to organize Republican clubs ine the 
city at$2 aday. About Sept. 1 they began to 
ask for money and it was slow in coming. 
Sept. 9they quit work, and began to hang 
around the Republican headquarters trying 
to collect the salary due them. After some 
days ofthis, Thomas K. Niedringhaus, one 
of the Republican candidates for Mayor, gave 
them $25, but they did no more work. State 
Senator Peter R. Morrissey, who being a 
Democrat readily saw the opportunity to 
have some fun with the Republicans, went 
onthe bond of the two colored 
workers, which Justice Kane demanded 
as security for costs. 

Collector Ziegenhein laughed heartily when 
he was asked why he was included inthe 
suit. ‘*Why, you see by the list of defend- 
ants that they took all the members of the 
State Committee they could get hold of. But 
Ithought they were paid. Hall had charge 
ofthatwork. See him.’’ 

SECRETARY HALL’S COURAGE. 

Secretary L. M. Hall was disposed to smile, 
too, but there was a good deal of annoyance 
inthesmile. ‘‘Thisthingis just a sort of 
black mall,’’ said he from his desk In the of- 
fice of the Central Trust Co. ‘‘*Those fellows 
think thatall they’ve gottodois to file the 
suit and somebody will come around and 
settle. But we’ll defend this suit, and 
they can’t get a cent. We employed 
those men to do certain work and they didn’t 
doit. Aboutalil could seethey did was to 
come around every morning after the frst 
few days and ask for money. 
Why, you know, they actually 
came in and threatened to club me; 
said they would slug meand all that sort of 
thing. But we paid them in fulland got their 
receipt In full, and I thought that would be 
the last of it.’’ 

**Was this your first experience in city pol- 
itics?’’ was asked of the financier. 

**Yes, it was, in city politics,’’ the Secre- 
tary replied, with avolume of meaning in 
histone. ‘‘It was men coming up all day 
long and tryingto pull your legs—yes, and 
they succeeded sometimes, too,’’ he added 
plaintively, ‘‘like this case for instance, 
You hire men and pay them to docertain 
work, and ‘they go off and don’t do it.’’ 


Dockery En Route to Washington. 
Congressman A. M. Dockery of the Third 
District is in the city en route to 
Washington, where, on Monday next, the 
Appropriation Committee, of which heisa 


member, meets. The committee will be 
in session one week or until! Congress meets, 
when it hopes to have ready several impor- 
tant bills that Congress will consider 
during the first week’s session. Quite 
a number of the committees wiil 
meet in Washington before 2 
canvenes, as an unusual amount of business 
whl have to be transacted at the session of 
Congress which by law expires March 4, hence 
the early meeting of various committees. 
Congressman Dockery states that he is one 
of the few members of the Lower House 
that is not tormented with applicants for Fed- 
eral Offices. ‘‘My peopleare pretty well up 
tothetimes in this particular,’’ said Mr. 
Dockery, ‘‘and never even commence the 
circulation of petitions until after the inaug- 
uration of the President. We 
have plenty of time before us 
and I am in favor of giving the Republican 
President time enough to leave the White 
House before the appointment of successors 
is agitated to any wreatextent.’’ Mr. Dock- 
ery leaves for Washington to-night, and will 
meet other members of the Appropriation 
Committee at the National Capitol next Mon- 
day at noon.

New Orleans Cleared yesterday 30,000 bu wheat 
for Liverpool and 106,000 bu for Falinouth. 

Recent advices from Australia have been a little 
more favorable.

The opening trades in March wheat were made to- 
day in aswitch of some Dec over to Mafch at Sie 
difference in price. 


It is estimated the next visible of wheat will in- 
crease anywhere from 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 bu, 
One year the increase was 2,251,000 bu. 

Exports of wheat from Russia forthe week ended 
Oct. 22 weré 2.800.000 bu, making 24,000,000 bu 
since Jan. 1, against 80,000,000 bu last year. 


The local stock of wheat will probably increase 
25,000 bu and of corn 75,000 bu per wee A year 
ago the stock of wheat increased 316,000 bu. 


The first of the grain elevators at Nikolahv in Rus- 
sia it was expected would be opened for tne recep- 
tion of grain at the beginning of last month.

It is stated 
that large piles of grain were inade alongside of the 
railroad tracks and the grain Jay there without sheéli- 
ter. 

Prime's report: Wheat needs snow. Freezing at 
night and thawing during the diy is bad foritin its 

resent condition, ‘he milling trade is generally 
dull, being affected by low mar guns. and light stocks 
are being carried. Good weatherfor gathering cora, 
but quality is poor. 

Freeving and thawing throughout a large portion 
ofthe winter wheat area isnot benefiting the plant 
any.

THE WHEEL. 

LONDON, Nov. 26.—An international confer- 
ence of cyclists was opened here yesterday, 
there being present representatives from 
France, Germany, America, England, Italy 
and Canada.

Alarge body of English yachts- 
men,apnd all the leading clubDs,are determined 
not to sanction any agreement made between 
Lord Dunraven and the New York Yacht 
Club, unless the deed of gift Is absoiutely 
withdrawn. 

The Field says that, according to telegrams 
sent to the English papers, the New York 
Yacht Club itis trying to negotiate a new 
match and the company istryingto circum- 
vent them. This the Field ignored, but it 
represents the situation. The New York 
Club is making concessions upon what It will 
accept as challenging yacht, in order to 
obtain a match during the time of the Chi- 
cago Columbian Exposition. The American 
Cup Committee appear to take It for granted 
that they will now cetthe deed of gift fairly 
on the British Yacht clubs. 

Continuing the Fie/dsays: ‘*Wevery much 
doubt if this achievement Is more practicable 
now than it was six years ago.

_ * MYEVOY'’s BRAIN, 
A Post Mortem Does Not Decide the Doc- 
tors’ Dispute. 

Perhaps !f Joe McEvoy had !tmagined how 
eager the doctors were to get at that won- 
derful brain of his he would have died before 
last Wednesday. But he hela on to life with 
asmuch tenacity as any sick man whose 
death was not expected to bea distinct gain 
to science. 

McEvoy was a smelter, about 45 years old, 
and he came here from Montana three 
years ago with a nervous disease 
that caused spasmodic contractions of 
the muscles. It.puzzled the docturs to tell 
what caused them. Doctors Ludwig Bruner 
and Bruce Carson said the man had atumor 
inthe brain. They cut into the skull and 
took out something they said was the tumor, 
Other doctors disagreed with them, declared 
that the matter removed from the brain was 
nota tumor and that its presence did not ex- 


plain the spasms. 
The controversy was carried into medical 


‘societies and medical magazines, and raged 


for two years, while poor McEvoy was trying 
to get welland go back toa mine he had in 
the mountains. 

Yesterday afternoon, Poorhouse Physicians 
W. C. Reel and H. A. Jones had the brain of
